This $20 fine silver coin is the fourth in the series of seven coins and depicts one of Lawren Stewart Harris’ painting 
“Toronto Street, Winter Morning”. Lawren S. Harris was the key founder of the Group of Seven and a leading landscape 
artist. His painting “Toronto Street, Winter Morning” was completed in 1921. Royal Canadian Mint engravers have re- 
produced his memorable image of bundled figures walking in the snowy streets by a horse-drawn delivery van. All of the 
other coins in this series have quickly sold out from the Mint, and most now sell in the secondary market at a premium 
above the original issue price. Lawren Stewart Harris was born in Brantford, Ontario, on October 23, 1885. As a young 
man, Harris moved to Germany to study art. In 1940, after six years in New Hampshire and 

New Mexico, Harris settled in Vancouver, where he remained until his death in January 1970. 

Harris was a Companion of the Order of Canada and recipient of several honorary degrees 

from Canadian universities. He is widely recognized as one of the most important figures in 

modern Canadian art.

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French Polynesia (Tahiti) 7-coin set (1996-1999)

Picturesque, mountainous Tahiti. the setting of many tales of adventure and romance, is one of the most inspiringly 
beautiful islands in the world. Robert Louis Stevenson called it 'God's sweetest works’. It was there that Paul Gauqin, 
one of the pioneers of the Impressionist movement painted the brilliant. Exotic pictures that later made him famous. 


The arid coral atolls of Tuamotu comprise the most economically valuable area of French Polynesia. Pearl oysters 
thrive in the warm. limpid lagoons, and extensive portions of the atolls are valuable phosphate rock. The Territory of 
French Polynesia (formerly French Oceania) has an area of 1,544 sq. mi. and a population of-185,000. It is comprised 
of the same five archipelagoes that were grouped administratively to form French Oceania. The colony of French 
Oceania became the Territory of French Polynesia by act of the French National Assembly fn-March. 1957. In Sept. of 
1958 it voted in favor of the new constitution of the Fifth Republic, thereby electing to remain part of the new French 
Community.

Lord Mayor of London 1896-97 


Reference Jewish Encyclopedia: This coin is 7/8 
inches in diameter and made of a plastic-like 
material. Lord Mayor of London (1896-97); second 
son of Sir Benjamin Samuel Phillips; born in 1840. 
George Phillips, who derived the name of Faudel 


from his uncle, was educated at University College 

School, completing his studies in Berlin and Paris. 

He then entered his father's business. In 1867 he 

married Helen, daughter of Joseph Moses Levy, the 

proprietor of the "Daily Telegraph," and sister of Sir 

Edward Lawson, its present Chief Proprietor. His 

sister Sarah is the Lady Pirbright. He was appointed 

Sheriff of London and Middlesex (1884-85); 

succeeded his father as Alderman of the Ward of Farringdon Within 
(1888); and became a Governor of the Honorable Irish Society (1894). 
The following year he was created High Sheriff of the County of 
London, and in 1896 he became Lord Mayor of the City of London. 

As Chief Magistrate of the city, Faudel-Phillips received Queen Victoria 
at Temple Bar on the occasion of the Jubilee Thanksgiving service 
which was held at St. Paul's Cathedral and subsequently at the Mansion 
House. His year of office was one of remarkable philanthropy. He 
raised funds which amounted, in the aggregate, to £1,000,000 for the 
relief of the famine in India and for other charitable objects. He was the 
recipient of numerous honors at the close of his term of office, when he 
was created a baronet, and, in recognition of his services to India, 
received the Grand Cross of the Indian Empire. He also received 
numerous foreign decorations. He holds many municipal and charita- 
ble offices in connection with the city of London. 

Sir George Faudel-Phillips, G. C. S. I. 

Sir George Faudel-Phillips has served the Jewish community as 
President of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum and of the Society for the Relief 
of the Jewish Blind. The former institution celebrated its centenary 
during his mayoralty. 
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George Washington Commemoratives 


This is a George Washington Capitol Building in Washington (DC) fob 
with built-in medal / token. This ‘sliding’ piece has what seems to be a 
depressed area inside to put a picture, or possible name tag, or for game 
tokens, or lock of hair, or piece of Irish heather. It also shows good luck 
symbols, Horn of Plenty, Elephant, Rabbit’s Food, Horse Shoe, 4-leaf 
Clover, and Wishbone. Also on the reverse someone crudely scripted 
the following: PHONE 52-9242 GINO. The size is approximately 1-1/4 x 
1-1/8 inches. It is made of gilted bronze / brass white metal or a com- 
posite thereof.

A. Even without the 1888, 
this advertising watch fob would 
be fairly easy to date. Toklas, 
Singer & Co., a chain of men’s 
clothing -stores,.crected__ their 
imposing new Seattle emporium 
on the corner of Front and 
Columbia Streets in 1887, only to 
have it destroyed in the Great Fire 
of Seattle, June 6, 1889. Had that 
disaster not befallen them, the fob 
would still fall within a very nar- 
row time frame, due to the W. 7. 
for Washington Territory; state- 
hood came on November II, 
1889. Your find appeals both to 
collectors of Washingtonia 
(George Washington items) and 
to those of Washington Territory 
& State memorabilia, particularly 
Seattle specialists. Listed in 
Rulau & Fuld’s Medallic 
Portraits of Washington, it’s esti- 
mated at $150-200 in Fine or bet- 
ter condition.

Gary Clark, a retired City of Seattle worker and avid 
“metal detectorist.” A couple years ago, Gary, a member 
of the Cascade Treasure Club, was out hunting for treas- 
ure with his metal detector, waving it around a construc- 
tion site on East Denny Way, between Broadway and 
Harvard, on Capitol Hill. Off went the metal detector 
and in the dirt Gary found this: He knew he had some- 
thing cool. It appeared to be a watch fob, it had a picture 
of George Washington on it, and it was inscribed: 
“Compliments of Toklas Simgerman & Co * Seattle, 
W.T.” The date stamped on the fob was 1888. Wonder- 
ing what exactly he had, and how much it was worth, 
Gary sent a query and a picture of his find to Western & 
Eastern Treasures, which describes itself as “the world’s 
leading magazine for metal detectorists since 1966.” In the September issue he received 
his answer (left column):
